Calling of a Wednesday morning 
conference by Gov. Frank Murphy 
between Walter P. Chrysler, head of 
the Chrysler Corp. and John L. 
Lewis, master-mind behind the 
United Automobile Workers, constituted the chief change 
late Tuesday in the peace negotiations seeking reopening 
of struck Chrysler plants. Following informal taiks with 
Chrysler and Lewis early Tuesday, during which both 
leaders agreed to attend the conference at 11 a.m. 
Wednesday in Lansing, Gov. Murphy later in the day 
sent formal telegrams to both parties. This, coupled 
with the union’s proposal Monday that it would settle 
the strike on terms contained in the recent General 
Motors-UAW agreement, brought a ray of hope that the 
dispute may be settled amicably within a short time. In 
discussing the possibility of early peace, Gov. Murphy 
declared: “Unlike the General Motors settlement, confer- 
ences will not be breaking virgin ground.” Meanwhile, 
the tie-ups at Hudson and Reo units entered their third 
week with little progress reported.

sidered Gov. Frank Murphy, to act on the warrant 
issued by Circuit Court Judge Allan Campbell calling for 
che arrest of strikers and union officials for their refusal 
to obey the court’s order to evacuate. The first order, 
issued a week ago, declared the continued occupancy 
of the plants by sit-down strikers was a violation of the 
trespass laws of the state and was in effect seizure of 
property in direct conflict with the law. The injunction 
was read to the sitters-in by the sheriff, but in spite of 
Gov. Murphy’s plea and warning that the laws must be 
obeyed and the dignity of the courts maintained, the 
strikers have refused to move from their vantage point. 
Gov. Murphy, in an address, Sunday, which dripped with 
dew and sunshine, reiterated his law and order utter- 
ances of last week, but so far has taken no steps to 
carry his determination to uphold the courts into effect.

their efforts to break up sit-downs by ejecting strikers 
from struck plants. This is tantamount to a strike 
against the public and constituted authorities and has 
been followed by an agreement by Mayor Frank Couzens, 
of Detroit, to halt police interference except in cases 
where the courts have ordered the evictions. In a few 
cases last week the police had entered struck plants 
without court orders in their search for gangsters, who 
were found to be taking advantage of the laxity of the 
law enforcement to ply their trade unmolested. The 
general strike was not called as threatened Monday 
morning but a mass meeting of union members and 
sympathizers to protest police action was scheduled for 
late Tuesday afternoon, in which it was predicted some 
100,000 would participate.

Chrysler Over the week-end, K. T. Keller, Chrysler 
Cites president, issued a statement setting forth 
Position the corporation’s position in the present 


difficulty. He said in part: 

“The seizure of our plants has nothing to do with 
wages, hours or working conditions. Everybody knows 
that. It has been our long established policy not only to 
deal with anyone claiming to represent any of our em- 
ployes as representatives of our employes, but also to 
make our plants a good place in which to work. We have 
dealt with this union and other unions. We have bar- 
gained collectively with representatives elected by our 
employes through works councils in our plants. As a re- 
sult of our policies toward our employes, wages have 
been progressively increased until they have become 
among the highest in any American industry. Our rates 
of wages today average more than 90 cents an hour. At 
the request of the employes, we changed our pay practice 
some time ago to weekly pay days instead of bi-weekly 
pay days. The employes themselves were given an op- 
portunity to say whether they preferred to be paid on an 
incentive basis or on a straight hourly basis, and the 
straight hourly basis was adopted. A 40-hour work week 
was granted with time and a half for overtime over eight 
hours a day and over 40 hours a week. Hundreds of rates 
have been adjusted through the process of negotiation and 
collective bargaining. A 5 per cent premium for night 
shift work has been put into effect. Work opportunity 
throughout the year has been increased as a result of fall 
introduction of new models and the scheduling of work 
through the plants with a view to steadier employment.

“One of the union leaders—Richard Frankensteen— 
stated on Feb. 9, 1937, ‘The Chrysler Corp. should be con- 
gratulated upon its progressive labor relation policy.’ 

‘IT recite these facts for your information. Having 
worked in a shop myself, I know what it means to be 
worried over the loss of work and wages. As you know, 
every one of us responsible for the management of 
Chrysler Corp. has come from the ranks. That is why 
we have always regarded the company’s satisfactory re- 
lations with its employes as one of our greatest assets. 
One of the tragic things we face today is that due to the 
seizure of our plants and offices, where our payroll rec- 
ords are kept, we are unable to pay our employes $2,000,000 
in wages which is due them. Up to the time we were 
forced out of our offices and plants, we paid on the regular 
pay days as they came. It is impossible under present 
conditions to figure the pay due employes as long as the 
files and records are not in our possession. Just as soon 
as we get back in our plants and offices and can do the 
necessary clerical work, we shall see to it that this money 
is promptly paid. The plain fact is that you and we who 
have worked together for many years building up this 
corporation, are today the victims of a lawless element 
which is striving to tear down all that the corporation 
has built up, depriving thousands of employes, against 
their own wishes, of an opportunity to work, to earn a 
living, and to support their families. As I stated to our 
distributors and dealers a few days ago, this is not our 
problem alone, it is your problem—it is the problem of 
your friends and neighbors and of every law-abiding 
citizen of this country.”
